We can faney the soeer of contempt
with which the woman's quick wit will measure
this fantastic flunkeyism, and the sensitiveness
with which Miss Murray must writhe under a
comparizon with the Duchess of Sutherland, first
in pusition of rank and virtue in England, which
can enly, if it reaches home, expose her to ridicule.
We should be rorry to detract one whit from the
statns of those charming beings, the maids of honor.

& train s running: pothing ean absolutely and ut-
terly prevent accidents of this kind. We have,
however, learned how to lose a wheel by fracture
while in rapid motion without throwing off a train
or letting down a car to tear up the track and
mangle the passengers. Why not provide in like
manner sgainst the breaking of an axle? We wil)
not attempt to show precisely how this may be ef-
feeted; but we are very sure it can and should be.
A single nndetected faw in an axle ought not to put
in serious jeopardy the lives of bundreds. Will in.
ventors and engineers look to this? We do not
assume that the means of adverting this peril have
pot been already devised, but we are qnite sure
they have not been generally adopted.

1L Perfect control of a running train, so as to i

stop it suddenly in the presence of unexpected
dapger, is of the gravest importance. The great
Norwalk disaster, with ever so many others,
might bave been prevented, or at least greatly
mitigated, had the engineor been abla to stop the
train in the course of half 8 minute. Now in-
ventors elaim to have disec vered and perfected the
means of stopping an Express Train at full speed
in the course of twenty seconds from the iustant
that the conductor or engineer realizes that such
stoppage is desirable. 'We do not here decide that
such improvement has been made, or, if it has, by
whom ; but if it bas, or whenever it shall be, the
Railrosd Commissioners should proclaim the fact,
and give the Railrond managers uo rest until they
sball severally have adopted the most effoctual
methed of stopping a train suddenly on the brink
of destruction.

I11. Turn-outs likewise require careful and thor-
ough consiceration. Too ofter has a train pro.
cesding at a rapid rate in undoubting security been
whirled off the track by a misturned switch, and
piled up in ovenwood against some rock or down
some embankment—human heads, legs, arms, &c.
protruding bere and there from the wreck. Now,
in our judgment, every switch should be so con-
structed as to lead a train off the main track only
s0 long as the switch-tender with a bar foreibly holds
the side-rail in contact with that track. The moment
the lever or bar is withdrawn, the side-rail or turn-
off should fly back from the main track, leaving it
in condition for the safe, unimpeded passage of
traine.

IV. We are weary of urging Vensilation; vet
#till more averse to breathing poisonous air. Ten
years of exbortation and of invention have yet
effected little for the comfort or sanity of human
lungs confined in our ordinary passepger-cars. No
savage, no awine of any creditable breed, could
live a week in one of those cars, for want of decent
air. To enter oneat midnight is a more perilous
fest than old Putnam’s at the wolfden, and ten
times more revolting. It is fearful to think of the
little children daily and nightly imprisoned in these
Luge coffins, destroying their lungs before they are
conscious of baving any. It should be a State
Prison offense to conatruct and sell n prasenger-car
that did not provide amply and unfailingly a supply
of pure air for so many passengers as it would
hold. To eay that windows may be opened, in
view of the frequent Mclemeney of the weather
and the repugnance of the stupid and ignorant, is
to add insult to injury. Few like to sit with a hot
fire on one side and a cold wind on the other: and
he who prefers even this to the horrors of polluted
air toay pot be next to a window, and 8o unable to
act upon his choice. Evenif he bave command ef
a window, be must often quarrel with all his fel-
low-passengers if he inaist on riding with it
partly open. No, it is the business of Railroad
maragers to provide cars thoroughly snd unfail-
ingly ventilated, by such means as expose no single
passepger, nor two or three passengers, to dis-
comfort and disease. We bid them look to it at
onee ; and we urge the Commissioners to look after
them.
£ V. Eating at our Railroad stations is a very unsat-
isfactory and unwholesome performance. There is
gererally food enough, and some of it good enough ;
but this bolting a dinner in fifteen minutes, or a
breakfast in ten, is not the thing. The passengers
bave time enough on their hands, and should eat as
the cars roll on, leaving the time of stoppages- for
wood and water at their own dispoeal. AL7 A. M.

food, which he depouits in & baggage half ear at the
bead of the train, where he should have a stove to
beat water and keep his provisions warm. Then
be should enter the forward psssenger car with
food for fuur on & waiter, and the first four who
wish to eat should take this, pay for it, face their
seats to each other, and cat as deliberately as they
choose. Having dirposed of this, the provider re-
turps for another portion, and then another, until
all who want are supplied. As they are aatisfied,
